Postmaster's 
Timely Hints 


Berkeley Postmaster William 
Woliman is offering suggestions 
on how Berkeley, Kensington and 
Albany residents can help the 
Postal Service make everyone's 
Christmas be on time, These 
suggestions deal with mailing 
parcels and cards early and care- 
fully. 

When mailing pareels, several 
dates should be kept in mind to 
assure delivery service before 
Christmas Day. For 


mas parcels up to 5 pounds and 
60 inches in combined length and 
girth can be sent ‘‘Space Avail- 
able Mail’ until November 19. 
The charge is only the regular 
domestic parcel postage. 

Larger parcels (up to 30 
pounds with the same size limi- 
tations) can be sent “Parcel Air- 
lift” until November 26 for only 
$1.00 charge additional to the reg- 
ular domestic postage. This serv- 
ice costs much less than charges 
that apply after this date for 
straight airmail. 

Domestic parcels to be sent to 
distant states should be mailed 
no later than December 1. The 
recommended date for parcels 
sent to local and nearby areas is 
December 10. 

An embargo on parcel post sent 
to Europe, Africa, and Latin! 
America remains in effect during 
Christmas, Only airmail parcels 
to these foreign areas can be ac- 
cepted. 

Postmaster Wollman reminds | 
local patrons to use good quality, | 
sturdy wrapping materials for all 
packaging. This extra care will | 
help insure undamaged delivery 
of gifts and prevent delays 
caused if rewrapping in transit 
is required. 

Parcels should be insured real- | 
istically to cover full value, but 
not be over-insured. In case of 
loss or damage, only the actual 
value of the gift can be compen- 
sated. 

Postmaster Wollman also en- 
courages patrons to bundle 
Christmas card mail into “Local” 
and “Out of Town.” Four of 
these labels are provided in the 
Postal Service Christmas flyer 
sent to all local families. Addi- 
tional labels for bundling are 
available at local post offices. 
“The key to efficient Christ- 
mas mailing is to mail early and 
carefully,” emphasized Mr. Woll- 
man. “Clear addressing, with the 
Zip Codes, proper packaging and 
early depositing can prevent most 
problems and provide the great- 
est value for money spent for 
postage.”

Citizens’ Complaints 


Citizens with a variety of com- 
plaints addressed the Albany City 
Council under the “Good of the 
City” last Monday night. 

Don Nesbit of 816 Kains asked 
for a review of City Ordinance 
67015, which bans non-operable 
automobiles on private property.

Report Sent To 
New Committee 


Last week the Albany School 
Board heard a report from the 
engineering firm of Sexton, Fitz- 


would cost approximately 
$2,087,070 to replace unsafe school | 
buildings at Marin and Cornell 
schools, and $1,013,330 to bring 
the existing buildings up to earth- 
quake standards. 

Thomas Fitzgerald, a member 
of the engineering firm who pre-

However, Architect William 


Corlett, urged Board Members to 
build new structures now, be- 
cause making them earthquake 
safe merely ‘“‘makes their bones 
more adequate,” but does not 
necessarily rehabilitate them. 

The Board has turned over the 
reports to the newly-formed Citi- 
zens Advisory Committee for 
further study, before making a 
final decision.

Mrs. Anne Draper of 846 So-
